Drawings 

1. The drawings are objected to as failing to comply with 37 CFR 1 .84(p)(4) because 
reference characters "53" and "55" have both been used to designate Plasma and Debris filter 
pointing to the same element in Fig. 2. Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 
1.121(d) are required in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any 
amended replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate 
prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. Each drawing sheet 
submitted after the filing date of an application must be labeled in the top margin as either 
"Replacement Sheet" or "New Sheet" pursuant to 37 CFR 1.121(d). If the changes are not 
accepted by the examiner, the applicant will be notified and informed of any required corrective 
action in the next Office action. The objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

Specification 

2. The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: As described in 
relation to Fig. 2, the debris filter is positioned between the emission point and the mirror is not 
shown. At page 5, reference to Figs. 4 and 5, the reference numerals do not match the numeral 
in the figure. Page 16, line 22, the phrase, "gauge 5B attached to the second chamber 3 is not 
correct. It should say that the gauge 5B is attached to third chamber 3. Page, 17, the phrase is 
confusing at lines 3-6. Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

3. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 
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4. Claims 1-7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. There is no clear relationship shown between the elements as claimed. It is not 
shown how the absorber is in communication with the measurement apparatus, i.e. there is no 
structural relationship among the claimed elements 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

5. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

6. Claims 1 and 7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Admitted 
Prior Art (APA) (Figs. 2-5). 

The APA teaches gas flow measurement apparatus and method for measuring the flow of gas 
emitted from a EUV light source in a light source chamber that accommodates the EUV light 
source comprising an absorber in form of gas molecules (page 4, lines 10-11). 

Allowable Subject Matter 

7. Claims 2-6 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would be 
allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base claim and 
any intervening claims. 

8. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject matter: 
The prior arts made available do not teach or fairly suggest, alone or in combination, the prior 
arts made available do not teach or fairly suggest an apparatus for measuring flow of gas emitted 
from a EUV light source having an absorber having a gas speed emitted per unit area of 1E-7 
(Pa.m 3 /s.W.cm 2 ) or smaller.
